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SHOCK AS MORE THAN 50 CARAVANS DESCEND ON OPEN SPACE 



Caravans dominate the open space in Goscote 


DOZENS of caravans have descended on 
open space in Walsall in what some locals 
have described as the biggest traveller en¬ 
campment ever to set up in the area. 

More than 50 caravans arrived at a plot 
off Goscote Lane - known as Swannies Field 
- on Saturday with more than a dozen more 
arriving on Monday. 

Residents have been left stunned by the 
sheer size of the encampment and are de¬ 
manding immediate action from authori¬ 
ties. 

Former Walsall Council member Peter 
Smith said: “This is the biggest traveller 
encampment that I have ever seen in the 
Goscote area. People are saying they can’t 
believe the volume of caravans and all of the 


other associated vehicles. At most, if there 
are four people to each caravan you could be 
looking at as many as 200 people there with 
no toilets or anything. 

“I hate to imagine the litter and rubbish 
which will be left behind when they have 
gone. 

“There are a lot of new houses around 
here. What an advertisement this is for an¬ 
yone looking to buy a home.” 

Mr Smith, a former mayor of Walsall, 
said thousands of pounds had been spent 
upgrading play equipment in the area in the 
last 12 months and now children could not 
use it while travellers were nearby. 

He added: “People want to know exactly 
what actions will be taking place to remove 


these travellers and then clear up this pub¬ 
lic space which has had thousands of pounds 
spent on it on the last year.” 

Meanwhile, organisers of a petition call¬ 
ing for Walsall Council to ban travellers 
from two popular beauty spots say nearly 
1,000 have backed the idea. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew and Council¬ 
lor Chris Towe, who represent the Pheasey 
Park Farm ward, launched the petition this 
month, calling for bans to be put in place at 
Barr Beacon and Doe Bank Park. 

Returned petition papers have so far 
amounted to more than 600 signatures, 
with Councillor Towe saying he believes 
that more than 1,000 will have registered 
their support when all forms are returned. 


Work beginning to level Bonser’s former business 


EMPTY FACTORY 
TO BE FLATTENED 


WORK was getting under way this week to level Walsall 
FC chairman Jeff Bonser’s historic former factory as part 
of a multi-million pound regeneration project. 


The zinc alloy castings and bathroom fittings company, called JW 
Bonser Ltd, has been derelict since the firm collapsed in 2015. The clo¬ 
sure of the building on Albert Street, near the town centre, saw the 
last 20 remaining jobs go with it. Now the unsafe building, which sits 
behind an eye-catching mural to commemorate Walsall FC’s first trip to 
Wembley, is being bulldozed. 


Walsall Council, which acquired the 
factory premises in 2007, confirmed the 
demolition was part of the £400m Giga- 
port scheme which aims to create 127,000 
square metres of business and office space 
along the Walsall ring road. 

Pleased 

Regeneration chief Councillor Lee 
Jeavons, said: “We are delighted to have 
reached this stage in the development. 

“There is an opportunity for us to trans¬ 
form this site for the benefit of the people 
who live, work and shop in Walsall town 
centre as part of the Gigaport project. 

“The building has been empty for some 
time and we are pleased to be moving for¬ 
ward with plans for redevelopment.” 

A neighbouring building on private land 
will also be bulldozed as part of the work 
which was due to begin this week and will 
see Albert Street closed off until October. 

Mr Bonser sold his company to Leices-

ter-based Dalby Holdings in 2003. It col¬ 
lapsed in March 2015 and was formally 
dissolved a month later. 

The council’s building control officers 
went in to inspect the premises - the Bon¬ 
ser and Doran buildings - last year but de¬ 
clared they were in a ‘very poor condition’ 
and lodged an application for them to be 
levelled last September. 

The Doran building was deemed to be in a 
‘dangerous’ state. 

Now nearly a year on and one of the rem¬ 
nants of Walsall’s industrial past is on the 
cusp of being ground into dust. 

The Gigaport project was announced sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

It has already seen the demolition of the 
Albion Tannery building on Hatherton 
Street nearby.

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First picture of murder victim 



Harish Kumar 


THIS is the Willenhall murder victim 
whose body was found in a BMW at West 
Bromwich police station, as it emerged 
he died from a stab wound to the chest. 

The body of Harish Kumar was dis¬ 
covered in the front passenger seat of 
a BMW at the police station in Moor 
Street. 

A post-mortem revealed the 39 year- 
old, died as a result of stab wound to the 
chest. Mr Kumar has been described as 
a ‘humble man’ by his family. 


They said in a statement: “Harish was 
a great, yet very humble, man. He was 
always there to help and he will be sadly 
missed - I can’t just believe that we’ve 
lost him.” 

Trial 

The man charged with his murder, 
Sukhwinder Singh, 40, from MacDon¬ 
alds Close, Tividale, appeared at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court last week. He 
spoke only to confirm his name. 


A provisional trial date was set for 
January 29. He was remanded in cus¬ 
tody. 

Judge James Burbidge QC told him: 
“You’ll next be back in court on October 
9 by which time I would hope, if there 
has to be, there will at least be a prelim¬ 
inary report. 

“If you are to be tried by a jury of 12 
people, that will happen in January.” 

A murder investigation was launched 
after the discovery of Mr Kumar’s body. 


£2.8m Saddlers Centre 
loss raises sale issues 


THE SADDLERS Centre made a 
loss of nearly £3 million last year 
- raising questions over why the 
council wants to buy it. 

The latest accounts for Topland 
(Saddlers Walsall) Limited show 
the firm made a loss of £2.8m in the 
2015/16 financial year, while it also de¬ 
clined in value by more than £600,000 
from £16m to £15.38m. 

It comes as Walsall Council is ‘weeks’ 
away from completing the purchase of the 
centre for more than £13m and has justi¬ 
fied its huge outlay by saying the centre 
will make money for the council. 

It claims it will net the authority 
£835,000 per year, despite the accounts 
showing it is losing money. 

The authority needs to save £86m by 
2020 and has shut nine libraries and 
slashed hundreds of jobs in the borough in 
an attempt to make savings. 

Investigate 

But the latest findings have led to pol¬ 
iticians questioning the purchase of the 
Saddlers Centre. 

Councillor Mike Bird, the leader of the 
Conservative opposition in Walsall, said: “I 
have already asked the chief executive to 
investigate this. 

“I am very concerned that this purchase 
no longer seems to be what was proposed.” 

Former mayor and councillor Pete Smith 
added: “The leadership of Walsall Council 
must now make a full and frank statement 
as to what details about the company were 
known before the decision was made to 
purchase the Saddlers Centre. 

“Walsall Council taxpayers need reassur¬ 
ance that they haven’t been ‘sold a pup’,” 
he added. 

Walsall Council said it carried out ‘due 
diligence’ regarding the purchase. 

Liberal Democrat leader for the bor¬ 
ough, Councillor Ian Shires, said: “Buying 
the Saddlers Centre is a capital investment. 
It stands in a prime position in the heart 
of our town. 

“If you come into Walsall by train it’s the 
first thing you see.”

He also had short spells with non¬ 
league clubs Tamworth, Whitton Ath¬ 
letic and Welshpool Town, making his 
final appearance in 2012 at the age of 
43.

Brothers' row ends in 
'frenzied knife attack' 


A MAN armed with three knives 
launched a ‘frenzied’ attack on his 
brother in front of two police of¬ 
ficers, a court heard. 

Gareth Cable pulled out the knives dur¬ 
ing a ‘childish’ argument with James Ca¬ 
ble, in the hallway of their sister’s home, 
prosecutors allege. 

The 41-year-old plunged a blade deep 
through his brother’s hand and slashed him 
across his face at the Yew Tree Estate property, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Dean Kershaw, prosecuting, said: “There 
may be lots of regret in this case. But at the 
time he was thrusting that knife into his broth¬ 
er’s face, we say he intended to kill him.” 

The brothers were at the Birchfield Way 
home when police were called to a ‘domestic 
incident’ on February 23. 

Officers saw the brothers arguing but were 
unaware Gareth Cable had a knife in his pocket 
and two blades in his jacket, the court was told. 

Jabbing 

The defendant, of Norton Crescent, Borde- 
sley Green, Birmingham, brandished a pink 
handled flick knife before pushing his brother 
into the hall and jabbing him to the face as he 
lay on the floor, the court heard. 

He then slashed his victim with a blade 
across the nose and ‘sliced’ through ten¬ 
dons and nerves as he repeatedly stabbed his 
brother, who may lose the use of his hand, Mr 
Kershaw said. 

Police only managed to bring the attack to 
an end when an officer Tasered Gareth Cable. 

Mr Kershaw added: “[The argument] all 
seemed a bit petty, a bit of tit for tat, a little 
bit childish. But it escalated when this defend¬ 
ant produced a knife and attacked his brother 
with it.” 

Jurors were told the defendant accepts 
he stabbed his brother with a black handled 
kitchen knife and the flick knife but rejects 
claims regarding a Stanley knife. 

Cable denies attempted murder and having 
an article with a blade or a point. The trial con¬ 
tinues.

Professor Jeremy Dale 
said: “A sizeable proportion of indi¬ 
viduals did not describe their future 
career plans, perhaps expressing am¬ 
biguity about career direction.”

Region lags behind employment figures 


EMPLOYMENT has reached an all- 
time high in the UK and pay growth 
picked up pace, easing the pressure 
on cash-strapped households con¬ 
fronted by higher inflation. 

The Office for National Statistics 
said the number of people in work 
nationally rose by 125,000 to 32.07 
million in the three months to June, 
with the employment rate climbing by 
0.3 per cent to a record 75.1 per cent. 


In the West Midlands the number 
in work was 2.67m, a rate of 72.3 per 
cent. 

The jobs market remained a bright 
spot for the economy, with the un¬ 
employment rate dropping by 0.2 
per cent to 4.4 per cent for the three 
months to June, its lowest level since 
1975. 

The number of people out of work 
dropped by 57,000 on the quarter to 


1.48m - a 12-year low, but the West 
Midlands saw the number unem¬ 
ployed rise by 3,000 to 164,000 - 5.8 
per cent of the working population. 

The claimant count fell nationally 
by 4,200 in July to 807,800. 

The number claiming in the West 
Midlands was down 970 to 85,505 - 
2.4 per cent of the working popula¬ 
tion. 

The biggest drop of 160 was in 


Sandwell to 7,055 (3.5 per cent). 
There were 105 fewer claimants in 
Walsall at 4,890 (2.9 per cent), Dudley 
was down 70 at 5,735 (three per cent) 
and Wolverhampton dropped by 65 to 
6,705 (4.2 per cent). 

Employment Minister Damian 
Hinds said: “These statistics show 
that record levels of people are in 
work across the country and earning 
a wage, which is great news.” 


Shops face postcode 
lottery over thefts

SHOPS are more at risk of 
thefts depending where they 
are situated in the Black 
Country, according to new 
figures which show wide 
ranges in the number of of¬ 
fences against businesses. 

Fifty cases of shoplifting in the Dud¬ 
ley borough were reported to police in 
May, and that is compared to 24 in the 
Walsall borough. 

In Sandwell there were 39 and in 
Wolverhampton 33. Meanwhile, in 
Solihull, there were just 18 offences. 
The figures, from a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act request to West Midlands 
Police, by the Lib Dems do not surprise 
traders in Dudley. 

Mohammed Sagir, chairman of the 
Voice of Dudley Businesses, said about 
the new figures released: “It is a sub¬ 
ject which is raised increasingly by 
members. There are CCTV cameras 
all around Dudley, but too often we 
report crimes, get a reference number 
and then do not hear anything more,” 
Mr Sagir added. 

“We want confidence that these peo¬ 
ple doing it are getting caught.” 

West Midlands Police did charge 561 
in connection with shoplifting offences 
over the same month. 

Sixty six others received a caution 
during the same period. 

For those reported crimes where the 
value was reported to the police, 24 in¬ 
cidents were for £1 items. The highest 
value item stolen in a raid was £1,400. 

Chief Supt Keith Fraser, force lead 
for business crime, said: “Some people 
think of shoplifting as being a ‘vic¬ 
timless’ crime but the impact it has 
on everyone should not be underesti¬ 
mated. In addition to the actual cost, 
these offences can have a detrimental 
and long-lasting impact on staff who 
work in shops and stores, the economy 
and also communities.”

Alarms will 
be tested 
at every 
high-rise 

SMOKE alarms will be tested at every 
high-rise home tradespeople from 
whg visit following the Grenfell tower 
tragedy. 

Strict new rules have been enforced 
stating repairs and inspection will 
not be marked as complete unless 
all smoke alarms in the property are 
tested. 

If the alarms do not work then whg 
will provide temporary ones until ar¬ 
rangements can be made for them to 
be fixed permanently. 

The measures will go ahead in 
order to reassure customers about fire 
safety following concerns after Gren¬ 
fell Tower set fire in June. 

Other action taken by whg follow¬ 
ing the Grenfell tragedy includes 
having Fire Risk Assessment (FRA) 
competent surveyors visit each of 
whg’s 17 high-rise buildings. 

West Midlands Fire Service is sup¬ 
porting the plans to ensures residents 
are safe. Pardeep Raw, fire safety of¬ 
ficer from the service, said: “We fully 
endorse whg’s stance of regularly test¬ 
ing smoke alarms. 

“Smoke alarms have saved lives 
in the past by giving people audible 
early warning of fire, which could po¬ 
tentially prove vital. However, such 
alarms can only be effective if they are 
regularly serviced and maintained. 

“You should have working smoke 
alarms fitted on every level of your 
home. They give you vital time to ‘get 
out, stay out and call 999’ in the event 
of a fire.” 

Security measures are in place such 
as CCTV directly connected to col¬ 
leagues in a control room meaning 
there will be a quick response if there 
a fire was to break out.

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I'm no hero, 
it was pure 
instinct to 
help victim 

‘I’M no hero - it was just instinct to 
go and help a child so badly injured.’ 

A father-of-two from Great Barr 
has described the moment he came to 
the aid of a young boy in the wake of 
the terrorist attack in Barcelona. 

Talking from his hotel on Las Ram- 
blas, Harry Athwal, aged 44, told how 
he saw from his 
seat on the first- 
floor restaurant 
balcony the van 
used by terrorists 
plough into people. 

The project man¬ 
ager who lives off 
Newton Road, said: 

“I knew straight 
away what was Harry Athwal 
happening and got 
up to run outside to see how I could 
help. 

“When I got out of the restaurant 
I ran into the middle of Las Ramblas 
- there were bodies strewn left and 
right around me including a child 
right in the middle of it all. 

“He was bad. The first thing I did 
was check his pulse, but there was 
nothing. At that point I am panicking, 
the police are screaming at me to get 
out of the road in case of another van, 
but I was not going to leave this boy 
here. I have a son the same age. The 
next 10 minutes felt like an eternity. 
Eventually one [paramedic] came and 
a policeman ordered me away.” 

Sixty helpers in 
library relaunch 

PLANS to reopen Pheasey Library as 
a book exchange are being backed by 
60 volunteers, a councillor has said. 

The library, in Collingwood Drive, 
will reopen next week thanks to com¬ 
mitted volunteers and community 
leaders. The service will run for two 
days a week at first, with the potential 
for that to increase depending on its 
initial success. The library was one of 
nine in the borough that were closed 
earlier this summer. 

Councillor Chris Towe, who has 
been working with residents to ensure 
a book exchange service is available 
and the building remains in use, said 
he was pleased with how preparations 
are going. He said: “I think we are 
looking good ahead of the reopening 
on September 1.”

Boss of police group calls for pay rise 
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Tom Cuddeford 


WE need a pay rise - that is message from 
the boss of the body that represents the 
West Midlands’ rank and file police of¬ 
ficers. 

Tom Cuddeford, chairman of West Mid¬ 
lands Police Federation, said it was time 
for the Government to show ‘support and 
respect’ for front line officers and backed 
calls for a 2.8 per cent pay increase. 

Writing in ‘Federation’, the group’s bi¬ 
monthly magazine, Mr Cuddeford said of¬ 
ficers had been ‘run ragged’ and criticised 
delays in making a decision on this year’s 
police pay review. 

He wrote: “We appreciate that in reality 


there is no magic money tree, but there are 
also no magic police officers who can keep 
making ends meet despite the increased 
cost of living and their decreased real term 
wages. 

Review 

“Police officers seem to be expected to 
perform all sorts of tricks as they try to 
provide the same service with fewer re¬ 
sources but maybe it’s time the Govern¬ 
ment conjured up some solutions too?” 

He said the Police Federation of Eng¬ 
land and Wales was calling for a 2.8 per 
cent pay rise to the Police Remuneration 


Review Board. A decision on the pay re¬ 
view was meant to be taken before the 
summer but has now been delayed until 
next month at the earliest. 

Mr Cuddeford added: “This is just not 
acceptable and will cause months of uncer¬ 
tainty for officers at a time when they are 
already run ragged at work and, in some 
cases, struggling financially. 

“While any pay increase will be back¬ 
dated to September 1, the date of our an¬ 
nual pay rise - if we get one - it could be 
months before we actually see any increase 
in our pay.” 


Road rage attacker must 
pay £2k compensation 


A MOTORIST attacked another 
driver in Walsall in an outburst of 
road rage, a court heard. 

His victim was left with life-changing inju¬ 
ries which forced him to give up his job and 
move house, the jury was told. 

Dance teacher Navarone Price had been 
tailgating a Nissan Micra on Primley Avenue, 
on the Alumwell estate, in June 2015. As he 
‘roared past’, the Nissan driver allegedly made 
a rude hand gesture which infuriated Price, 
who slammed on his brakes in front of the vic¬ 
tim’s car, forcing him to stop. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecuting at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court, said that the two men 
squared up to each other, with 25-year-old 
Price threatening to ‘box his head in’. 

As an unidentified passer-by joined in the 
row, Price kicked the Nissan and dented the 
bonnet. 

The victim, 55, tried to get the keys from 
Price’s Renault Clio to prevent him from 
leaving while he phoned the police but Price 
pushed him from behind causing him to fall. 

Harm 

The victim’s jumper was pulled over his head 
and he was dragged along the road and kicked 
by both men as he lay in the road. 

Price, of Haydn Sanders Square, Caldmore, 
drove off and the other attacker also fled the 
scene but the defendant was traced by his car 
registration number. He was convicted by a 
jury of grievous bodily harm and criminal dam¬ 
age following a three-day trial. 

His victim, who had been shopping with his 
daughter that day, Father’s Day, had surgery 
for torn tendons in both knees. He has been 
forced to give up his job as a lorry driver as a 
result. He also had to sell his house and move 
into a flat as he could not negotiate the stairs. 

Mr Andrew Wilkins, defending, said Price 
was a part-time carer to his mother and gave 
voluntary dance lessons to disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz sentenced Price to a 21- 
month jail term suspended for two years and 
told him he must carry out 150 hours of unpaid 
work. He must pay £2,000 compensation.

PANORAMA (BBC1) revealed this week that the 
number of arrests for drunkenness on UK flights 
or at British airports has soared by 50 per cent 
in a single year.

NOT so long ago, any pointless action was 
described as “taking coals to Newcastle.”

WE live in a world which is being defiled 
by humankind.

Like drones we line up at the traffic 
lights, inches away from the car in front 
as a driver of usually a German car (more 
often than not!) tries to push in from the 
right - what kind of existence is this? 
Surely, there is another way. 

The argument for electric cars rattles 
on, but this is simply rearranging the 
chairs on the Titanic, as the majority of 
power stations linked to the National Grid 
are generated by fossil fuels - so that 
means it’s damaging the atmosphere.

A few years ago a survey 
was carried out which put the UK in 10th 
place as the most bike-friendly nation in 
Europe, with Denmark and Holland shar¬ 
ing top spot. This does not translate itself 
to the roads however, when at times it 
can feel more like a war of attrition, shar¬ 
ing lanes with motorised traffic. 

I don’t seek to defend idiots who think 
they own the road, two abreast or more. 
Cyclists should know their position in 
the pecking order, and it is the ones who 
think they can jump lights, weave in and 
out of traffic at speed and not consider 
pedestrians, who will always give the rest 
of us who just want to get to work, or ride 
for the fun of it, a bad name. 

On the horizon there are self-charging 
electric bikes being developed, which 
will mean we don’t all have to be Brad¬ 
ley Wiggins to get around, and even with 
the technology of electric bikes available 
now, they are the most environmental- 
ly-friendly personal transport available on 
the roads. 

In the meantime however, the message 
to all road users should be that bikes are 
here to stay and the police now focus 
more than ever before on inconsiderate 
drivers who pose real dangers to cyclists 
with their thoughtless actions. Nearly 
19,000 incidents in 2015 resulted in injury 
to cyclists on UK roads, with 100 killed. 

One last message to anyone on the 
saddle though - make sure you’ve got a 
blooming bell!

Crews tackle blaze as It 
tears through farmland 



Firefighters spent more than seven hours tackling the flames on eight acres of farmland 


A BLAZE tore through farm¬ 
land in Stonnall with firefight¬ 
ers spending more than sev¬ 
en hours tackling the flames 
on eight acres of farmland. 

Crews from Codsall, Tamworth, 
Rugeley, Lichfield and Cannock 
attended the fire on farmland just 
off the A452 Chester Road, Ston¬ 
nall after receiving a call at 3pm 
on Thursday. 


The blaze, which is believed to 
have been started deliberately, spread 
quickly through the field. 

Crews arrived just after 3pm, with 
the Lichfield team being the last to 
leave at 10.40pm, before returning on 
Friday morning to check the fire had 
been put out. 

A Staffordshire Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice spokesperson said: “Firefighters 
managed to put the fire out relatively 
quickly but due to the nature of the lo¬ 
cation, some crews had to stay to make 


sure that it didn’t re-ignite. 

“Crews also used a JCB telehandler, 
usually used for farming work, to help 
battle the fire.” 

Finn Naughton, from Stonnall, who 
witnessed the blaze, said: “It looked as 
though numerous hay bales had been 
set alight, with the fire then spreading 
to a large area of crops. 

“Smoke from the fire spread into the 
village at its height and I saw around 
20 firefighters trying to tackle the 
blaze.”

The singer said she wants to support people 
to live well with HIV in the UK. Today, HIV is 
not the death sentence it once was,” she said. 
“Treatment works very effectively, meaning peo¬ 
ple can live very long, very happy and very ful¬ 
filled lives. But as long as they know they have 
HIV and have treatment, that’s the key.” 

The singer - whose latest album Soulsville fea¬ 
tures the song When I See You Again - inspired 
by Tyrone - said there is a ‘terrible’ stigma 


around the illness. She said: “It’s a real problem 
because until we get past the stigma we can’t get 
people to admit to themselves that they could or 
do have the virus, and therefore need to have a 
test and get effective treatment. 

“Some people just don’t think it will ever hap¬ 
pen to them, so that’s why HIV awareness needs 
to be at the forefront of people’s minds now more 
than ever.” 

The trust’s chief executive Ian Green said: 
“Beverley has been a long-standing supporter of 
the charity and has passionately campaigned to 
help stop HIV stigma and to ensure people with 
HIV live healthy and long lives. We are grateful 
for the unique contribution Beverley makes.”

Anglers are advised to keep 
hold of Pacific pink salmon 


ANGLERS have been urged to report any 
catches of Pacific pink salmon with them 
flagged as a ‘high risk’ due to abnormally 
high numbers this year. 

West Midlands Police has circulated a 
warning from the Angling Trust calling on 
people not to return them to rivers and wa¬ 
terways. 

Paul Thomas, who is the trust enforce¬ 
ment manager, said that the population 
increase was in contrast to the norm. He 
said: “In previous years anglers have been 
catching and reporting the odd Pacific pink 
salmon but this year they have appeared in 
large numbers as evidenced in the attached 
paper. 

“Our colleagues in Norway and Denmark 


are also finding large numbers in their riv¬ 
ers and coasts, Norway has now designated 
their presence as a ‘high risk’ mainly as a 
precaution as we do not know what the im¬ 
pacts would be on native Atlantic salmon 
if any. 

“Previously the UK government desig¬ 
nated the threat as ‘Low Risk’ but this is 
presently being re-assessed given the high 
numbers this year. 

“We would urge all anglers to follow the 
advice in the Environment Agency’s brief¬ 
ing note if you capture a pink salmon which 
is if you are confident that you have caught 
a pink salmon it should be dispatched and 
retained. 

“Please do NOT return it to the river.”

Judge's grim warning 
as fly-tipper is failed 


A PROLIFIC fly-tipper has 
become the first man in his 
borough to be sent to prison 
for dumping rubbish after be¬ 
ing caught on camera fly-tip¬ 
ping at a beauty-spot. 

Jamie Humpage, aged 28, of 
Booth Close, Walsall was sen¬ 
tenced to six months in prison at 
Dudley Magistrates Court after 
admitting to a string of similar 
offences. 

The first of eight offences he pleaded 
guilty to took place in Coppice Lane, 
Brownhills, and the remaining seven 
were in Back Lane, Aldridge. 

It is the first time that a custodial 
sentence has been handed down by a 
judge for fly-tipping in the borough. 

Shameless 

Walsall Council’s legal services 
team put the case together against the 
shameless fly-tipper after gathering 
evidence from residents, community 
protection officers and the borough’s 
clean and green team. 

Photographs were shown in court of 
Humpage dumping mattresses, ward¬ 
robes and other rubbish alongside an 
accomplice from a white van, which he 
had been driving without insurance, 
while looking around to see if they 
were being watched. 

In his summary district judge Gra¬ 
ham Wilkinson said: “These offences 
are so serious I’m going to give Mr. 
Humpage a custodial sentence and ban 
him from driving. 

“Fly-tipping is a blight on our envi¬ 
ronment and a clear message must be 
sent out to other people warning them 
that fly-tipping for commercial gain 
will not be tolerated.” 

Thursday’s ruling has been wel¬ 
comed by council bosses as ‘good news’

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201908 Wolves cup 
win medal goes 
under hammer 

A FOOTBALL club director’s 18-carat 
cup-winning medal will be going under the 
hammer next week. 

The gold winner’s medal for 1908’s 
FA Cup triumph is coming up for sale at 
Mullock’s football and rugby memorabilia 
auction at Ludlow Racecourse next Thurs¬ 
day, with a guide price of £4,000 to £4,200. 

A spokesman for 
Mullock’s said: “The 
medal is 18-carat 
gold and produced by 
Vaughtons of Birming¬ 
ham, weight 31g. It was 
awarded to E Barker, a 
director of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Wanderers. It comes 
complete with gold link 
The 1908 medal chain and is presented in 
a frame measuring 27cm 
to 21cm approximately.” 
Wolves’ 1908 FA Cup final success was 
against the odds, with opponents Newcastle 
United having appeared in three of the past 
four finals, although they were yet to win. 

Wolves won 3-1 in the final held at Crys¬ 
tal Palace Park. It was their second FA Cup 
victory. 

Early FA Cup memorabilia is highly 
sought-after by collectors and usually does 
well at auction. In May 2012, £20,000 was 
paid for an official one penny match card 
from the 1909 FA Cup Final between Man¬ 
chester United and Bristol City.

Fancy a shiny red phone 
box? Yours fora pound 

TIME is running out for communities to adopt their local 
phone boxes. BT is set to scrap half of the UK’s remaining 
phone boxes following a fall in usage - including dozens of 
the iconic red landmarks. 

Around 20,000 phone boxes are set to be removed over 
the next five years following a 90 per cent decline in use 
over the last decade. It was announced last year that more 
than 150 phone boxes in the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire faced being scrapped. Some of these have already 
been adopted. 

For a nominal fee of £1, BT will remove the phone and 
hand the kiosk over to the local community. Some of those 
already adopted now house defibrillators following a cam¬ 
paign from the Community Heartbeat Trust. 

Other obsolete boxes are being used as libraries or to 
showcase artwork. 

Although 33,000 calls a day are still made from phone 
boxes, a third are only used once a month, and some are 
never used at all. Spiralling maintenance costs have led 
to plans to scrap the iconic boxes but BT is giving local 
authorities the chance to save them.

Part of The Midcounties Co-operative 
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Bedtime can 
spark tears, 
mood swings 
and tantrums 

LIGHT evenings and school holidays can 
make bedtime a challenge, but for 40 
per cent of parents, the mere mention of 
the words “time for bed” results in mood 
swings, tantrums and tears according 
to a new survey from online parenting 
resource Families Online (www.fami- 
liesonline.co.uk). 

Some parents said their children also get an¬ 
gry at bedtime and some admitted their child 
gets scared at the prospect of going to bed which 
can present further challenges in getting chil¬ 
dren to sleep. 

HOURS SPENT GETTING CHILDREN TO 
SLEEP... 

Almost 1,800 parents across 
the UK (with children up to 
the age of eight years) were 
polled on their child’s bed¬ 
time routine. The results 
also showed that parents 
are spending a considerable 
amount of time each night on 
bedtime routines with a quar¬ 
ter of parents admitting that 
they spend over an hour every 
evening getting their child 
into bed and a further 52 per 
cent (more than half) spend 30 
to 45 minutes. 

WHAT TIME IS BED¬ 
TIME? 

When it comes to deciding what time is ‘bedtime’ 
most parents (57 per cent) will aim to have their chil¬ 
dren in bed between 7pm and 7.30pm each evening 
(meaning for many, that the bedtime process has to 
start around an hour earlier than this). For 25 per cent 
of parents, 8pm to 8.30pm is deemed to be bedtime and 
is more likely to be reflective of parents with older chil¬ 
dren in the category. Only one per cent of parents said 
their child has no set bedtime suggesting that UK par¬ 
ents are sticklers for a regular bedtime routine. 

PARENTS ADMIT TO GIVING SWEETS AND 
BISCUITS AT BEDTIME... 

Parents were also quizzed on their rules around 
eating at bedtime with a firm 60 per cent saying they 
do not allow their child to have any kind of snack at 
bedtime. Almost a quarter of parents (24 per cent) say 
they will allow a healthy snack at bedtime (such as a 
piece of fruit). Interestingly, even though most parents 
are aware that too much sugar can have an impact on 
a child’s ability to sleep, 16 per cent of parents still say 
they will offer their child biscuits and sweet treats at 
bedtime too, in a bid to get them to settle. 

STAYING UP ON A 
SCHOOL NIGHT? 

On the topic of staying up 
later than 10pm on a school 
night, a resounding 74 per 
cent of parents say they would 
not allow this. Just under a 
quarter of parents (23 per 
cent) said they would allow 
it but only on a special occa¬ 
sion. A final three per cent 
said they regularly allow their 
child to stay up beyond 10pm 
on a school night. 

Bedtime routines were also 
found to involve a whole host 
of elements from singing songs to brushing teeth and 
leaving lights on. According to parents, bedtime rou¬ 
tines were reported to involve: 

A warm drink 
Brushing teeth 
Music / singing 
Musical/interactive toys 
Stories / Reading 
Hot water bottles 
Leaving lights on 
Snacks 

Soft toys to cuddle 
Bath / wash 

Faye Mingo, mum of two and director of marketing 
at Families, said: “As back to school looms, parents will 
look to regain some kind of order and routine with bed¬ 
times and it can be tricky to manage, especially if you 
have children of varying ages. 

“It can be challenging to rationalise to younger chil¬ 
dren that older siblings can stay up later. As parents 
we are aware of the importance of sleep and this poll 
suggests that parents are keen to instill a regular rou¬ 
tine despite it often being a stressful time of the day. 
Children get overtired, especially after a day at nursery 
or school and emotions can run high, so bedtime often 
goes hand in hand with tears and frustration.”

Why football should not 
be just f a man's game'

IN case it’s passed you by this 
summer, women’s football is a 
big deal right now. 

The UEFA Women’s Euro 2017 saw 
record numbers tuning in to watch the 
matches on Channel 4. 

England may have lost to Holland (who 
went on to win, so we’re fine with that), but 
it drew the biggest-ever UK audience for a 
women’s football match - and the Lionesses 
had an impressive run in the tournament. 
They smashed Scotland 6-0 in their opening 
game and Jodie Taylor scored the first hat 
trick by an English footballer since Gary 
Lineker in 1986. The quarter-final saw 
their first victory over France in 43 years. 

“To see such powerful, athletic and 
talented women performing on an inter¬ 
national stage is nothing short of inspira¬ 
tional,” says Lisa Pearce, CEO of London 
FA, the first woman to hold the position. 

It’s an exciting time for women’s foot¬ 
ball - and not just professionally. In the 
face of dated stereotypes that sadly still 
hang around, the likes of captain Steph 
Houghton, Jodie Taylor and Lucy Bronze 
campaign tirelessly to grow the profile of 
women’s football and drive participation at 
grassroots level. 

Locally, Aston Villa and England ul7 star 
Grace Smith has gone back to her old school 
in Bridgnorth to help inspire the next gen¬ 
eration of footballers. 

Former Oldbury Wells pupil Grace Smith 
took time out from training to chat about 
her memories of school and her life since 
leaving. 

After answering questions, Grace gave 
the year seven girls an hour-long master¬ 
class, including some of the drills she had 
picked up as part of her England training. 

But if you were never encouraged to play 
football as a child, donning a full strip and 
jumping on a full-sized football pitch for 90 
minutes of football might seem like a pretty 
alien concept. 

What football can do for your fitness 

Running for 90 minutes, or even less in a 
five aside match, is always going to be good 
for anyone’s fitness, but the twists, turns, 
sprints, kicks and stop-start nature of the 
game have additional benefits. 

“In a game of football, a distance of 
roughly 13km is covered, with around 15% 
of that distance covered at high speeds,” 
says Jonathan Hawkins, fitness advisor at 
Discount Supplements. For the average fe¬ 
male, roughly 780 calories are burned in an 
average 90-minute match.” 

A 2010 study by Copenhagen university, 
involving 50 researchers in seven countries, 
found football ‘provides a broad spectrum of 
health and fitness effects that are at least 
as pronounced as for running, and in some 
cases even better’. 


But how many women actually play? 

Nearly three million women play some 
form of football in England. There are 
nearly 6,000 women and girls’ football clubs 
at the moment and the FA are aiming to 
double that by 2020, and this year there’s 
a big push to make that happen through 
recreational football opportunities and at 
club level. 

Lisa says: “Women’s football is the fast¬ 


est growing sport in the UK in terms of par¬ 
ticipation for a reason and there’s no easier 
sport that you can pick up and play. What¬ 
ever age or ability you are, all you need is 
a football and a free bit of grass area, even 
in the privacy of your back garden, and you 
can get going on the basics of the game.” 

And the Lionesses are a big part of mak¬ 
ing it happen, says Kelly Simmons MBE, 
the FA’s participation and development 


director. “They’re really aware of how im¬ 
portant their role in promoting the sport 
is. They all want this generation of girls to 
play and we know we have to break down 
barriers. 

“The players want to promote the sport 
in the right way.” 

Why we need to encourage young 
girls to get involved 

It’s not uncommon to hear women say 
they never got the chance to play football at 
school and that girls were sent to do gym¬ 
nastics or play netball instead. Kelly says 
that now 96% of primary school boys play 
football, compared to 41% of girls. 

“It is a bit of a postcode lottery,” she 
says. “We have got girls’ football teams in 
primary and secondary schools, but it’s not 
universal.” 

Kelly adds: “There are parents who still 
think football is for boys and we know there 
are girls who think, ‘I really like football, 
but it’s for boys’.” 

But things are changing. There are pro¬ 
grammes to help provide teaching resources 
in schools, and the FA are working with 
Premier League clubs to ensure there are 
pathways for girls to play club football. 
They recently launched a programme called 
Wildcats for 5 to 11-year-olds. “There’s 
been a lot of research into the barriers to 
girls playing football and what they want, 
which is fun, friends and fitness,” says 
Kelly. “But if we don’t get them by 8 or 
9, then they think, ‘It’s a boys sport’ or ‘I 
don’t want to make a fool of myself’. It’s 
about giving every girl the opportunity to 
play whatever sport they fall in love with.” 

Be part of changing perceptions 

You only have to look at Twitter dur¬ 
ing the broadcasting of a women’s football 
match to see that some men don’t think 
women should be playing football at all. 

“It’s absolute nonsense,” Kelly says with 
a laugh, “and you can’t win some people 
over, but I think it’s changing. You don’t 
get many comments from people who have 
seen it and are critical, it’s normally peo¬ 
ple that have a preconception. That’s not 
just a problem for women’s football though, 
there’s women’s rugby and cricket too. 

“There’s also a lot of positive comments 
about the women’s team - from men and 
women - and people who haven’t seen the 
sport before who are impressed with the 
standard and the physicality of it.” 

What does the future hold? 

Kelly thinks we should look at the US 
where ‘soccer’ is very much a male and fe¬ 
male sport, and always has been. 

“They’re number one in the world with 
mass participation numbers, and there isn’t 
the same gender divide around it.”

Drink-drive crashes leave 
400 injured in four years 


THE number of people in¬ 
jured in car crashes caused 
by drunk drivers across the 
Black Country has hit nearly 
400 in the last four years, lat¬ 
est figures show. 

Since 2013 the annual number 
of casualties has stuck at around 
100 a year - with a rise in 2015 
when those hurt in drink-driving 
accidents hit 121. 

The figures, released through a 
Freedom of Information request, in¬ 
clude drivers, passengers and pedestri¬ 
ans who were either killed or injured 
in drink-drive collisions. Some 60 per 


cent of casualties are people other 
than the driver in the 398 crashes. 

They follow statistics released ear¬ 
lier this month showing the West Mid¬ 
lands saw the second highest number 
of arrests in the country for drink driv¬ 
ers involved in serious accidents. 

West Midlands Police says it has 
maintained a sharp focus on clamping 
down on drink driving in recent years, 
despite the number of traffic officers 
on the region’s roads halving in the 
past decade. Wolverhampton saw the 
highest total with 104 casualties be¬ 
tween 2013 and 2016 - although the 
number fell dramatically from a high 
in 2015 of 32 to just 14 last year. Last 
year also saw a similarly sharp fall in 


Walsall with deaths and injuries drop¬ 
ping from 30 in 2015 to 15. 

The reverse was true in Dudley 
where casualties caused by drink driv¬ 
ers almost doubled from 18 in 2014 
to 32 last year. In Sandwell, too, the 
number or those injured or killed shot 
up from 18 in 2014 to 30 last year. 

Brake, the road safety charity, has 
joined others in calling for the drink- 
drive limit to be lowered. 

They want to lower the limit to 
50mg alcohol/lOOml blood. The cur¬ 
rent limit is 80mg alcohol/lOOml blood. 
Gary Rae, Brake’s director of cam¬ 
paigns, said: “Drink driving remains 
one of the biggest causes of devastat¬ 
ing road crashes.”

Killer gets 24 years jail 
for murder of partner 


FOUL-TEMPERED Ronald 
Cooke is starting at least 24 
years behind bars after sav¬ 
agely murdering his partner 
of 17 years. 

The 55-year-old was furious 
with Tina Billingham because he 
had been stopped from going to 
see a camper van offered for sale 
and blamed her for missing the 
bargain after she had to collect 
her elderly uncle from a long stay 
in hospital. 

Burly Cooke goaded the slightly 
built 5ft 4ins tall 54-year-old, repeat¬ 
edly prodding her with a plastic bottle 
on the trip to the hospital from their 
home in Granville Road, Old Hill, on 
February 6. 

Then he stopped their van, reached 
for the sword stick he kept in the vehi¬ 
cle and stabbed her twice through the 
heart and liver. 

Frightened 

The callous car dealer then drove 
straight to her GP’s surgery at Row- 
ley Healthcare in Hawes Lane, Row- 
ley Regis where he told staff she had 
stabbed herself. Paramedics took her 
to hospital where she was certified as 
dead the same day. 

Cooke had a ‘fascination’ with 
knives, swords and bayonets as well 
as a history of aggressive, destruc¬ 
tive behaviour. Miss Billingham was 
frightened of him and was driven to 
depression by his bullying. 

On the day she died he had de¬ 
stroyed the house phone, smashed her 
mobile and thrown a toy box. 

Her eldest son Harry, aged 30, ex¬ 
plained: “When Ron was not in a good 
mood he shouted and acted aggres¬ 
sively. He would smash things; TVs, 
tables, ornaments. It would happen

every few months. If mum didn’t keep 
the house clean he would shout at her, 
calling her scruffy and a tramp. He 
deliberately damaged things she liked 
such as her clothes and her leather 
three-piece suite.” 

Younger son Jack told police: “Al¬ 
though mum put on a happy face she 
told me she didn’t want to live like this 
and didn’t want to have to slip out to 
see me.” 

Cooke admitted checking the mile¬ 
age on her car to confirm she had been

where she said she had gone. Jack 
continued: “It was a controlling rela¬ 
tionship. 

Judge James Burbidge QC told 
Cooke: “She was selfless. You were 
entirely selfish. You took a ferocious 
weapon and thrust it into her body 
twice. You had treated her abysmally 
all day over a trifle. You had been de¬ 
layed in viewing a camper van.” 

Miss Billingham’s son Jack said 
after the case: “A huge part of our life 
has been taken from us.”

The RMT estimates that 
the 3.6 per cent fare hike, 
which takes effect on Janu¬ 
ary 1, means a minimum of 
an extra £337 million in rev¬ 
enue for the train operating 
companies.

“Following the recent 
cancellation of the electri¬ 
fication of the Midlands 
mainline this latest rail fair 
increase is yet another kick 
in the teeth for rail commut¬ 
ers in the Midlands.

ground of Wolverhampton Wanderers and I’ve got to say 
I’m a fan. I went to the Wolves on one occasion to see 
them play Liverpool. We thrashed them. We stopped off 
at those Bathams pubs on the way for a drink. Everybody 
thought we’d get thrashed but I think we must have put 
five passed them that day.” 

She’s grateful for the way her life turned out and says 
she owes much of her success to growing up with John 
and the rest of her family in a musical household. 

“I guess my mom and dad were very musical. My mom 
always sang a little, not seriously but, but she loved good 
music. They were fans of the big bands like Count Basie. 
That was pretty much John’s focus too. My dad loved 
all the black soul divas like Lena Horne and Mahalia 
Jackson. He would play a lot of that music. I grew up 
listening to that. Both my brothers, John and Michael, got 
into the Motown stuff, as well as the rock. It was a real 
eclectic house. I was listening to Jimi Hendrix and Joplin 
and all of that, CSN and Fleetwood Mac, but I was also 
steeped in the British movement and The Kinks. Then 
Zeppelin took off and everything changed.”

S he hails from one of the 
greatest rock families of 
them all. 

Rock'n’blues singer 
Deborah Bonham grew up 
as her big brother, John, 
was becoming the greatest drummer 
in music history. The Led Zeppelin 
powerhouse was fast, powerful and had 
his own distinctive groove. Though he 
died at the tragically young age of 32, 
he left a legacy that lasts to this day. 

Deborah was eight or nine when Led Zeppelin started 
to take off. And she imagined that his ‘job’ - of touring the 
world, recording number one hit records and having fans 
fall at your feet - was perfectly normal. As you would, at 
the age of nine. 

“Where John’s talent came from, nobody can say. I 
think it’s something you are born with. From the age of 
two or three, he was bashing pots and pans. When it took 
off for them, I was so young. I grew up with it. I grew up 
in the thick of it. I just thought that was a normal way of 
life. I thought you made an album and it went straight to 
number one. 

“Believe me, I later learnt that was not always the case. 
But I was very young when he joined Led Zeppelin, I was 
only six or seven. I had a false understanding of the music 
industry to be fair. But I always knew I wanted to sing.” 

Not that John - or, indeed, Deborah’s mother and 
father - wanted her to follow in her illustrious brother’s 
footsteps. “It wasn’t something my brother or mum and 
dad wanted me to happen. Especially after seeing what 
the industry was like, with John. He was right too. It 
wasn’t any place that he wanted his kid sister to be. 

“So I did a bit of opera singing to start with. But I just 
loved blues/rock. And I love performing live. I was always 
going to do it. You can’t deny what’s in your heart.” 

Her parents encouraged her to 

succeed at school instead of pursuing 
her improbable dreams of being a 
rock singer. She took their advice, 
to a point. “One great thing I did 
was learn to speak French at 
school. I sort of stuck with it and 
now, for me, one of the best places 
to tour is France. I often think of my 
brother and mum and dad telling 
me to stop at school and learn and 
I think of how I mastered French 
because, of course, it paid off. Except 
I use the language to help me sing 
the blues.” 

Deborah, who hails from Redditch, 
is back on her old stomping ground 
soon with a headline gig coming up at 
Wolverhampton’s Slade Rooms on September 
22. It’s her second in the region in recent 
times. Back in May she headlined Birmingham’s 
Symphony Hall with Paul Rodgers, the former 
Free vocalist who also sang with Queen. The 
Paul Rodgers gigs were a blast and Deborah 
is looking forward to being back in the West 
Midlands. 

“I’m really excited about it. I can’t remember 
the last time I played Wolverhampton, it was 
many years ago. I love it up there. Any chance 
I get to come and play up there is great. We did 
Symphony Hall with Paul Rodgers and that was 
one of the most amazing gigs.” 

She used to spend most of her life in the Black 
Country, hanging out with bands and watching 
gigs. 

“We always used to come over. I saw Slade. 

I remember seeing them at the Wulfrun Hall 
and they were bloody brilliant. They were a 
real rocking band.” 

She also played a gig when 


‘Uncle’ Robert Plant turned up to do a duet - much to 
the surprise of fans. That was at Huntingdon Hall, in 
Worcester, not far from Robert’s Kidderminster home. 
“Singing with Robert Plant, given our family’s history 
with Led Zeppelin, was a massive moment. Robert’s 
been like a brother or uncle to me. That was at 
Huntingdon Hall. He turned up and got up to 
sing with me, unbeknownst to the audience. 
That was a high moment. When things like 
that happen, it’s an honour isn’t it. 

“But there’s been a lot of amazing 
moments in my life. Every day I think 
how lucky I’ve been. I was a big fan 
of one of the all time greatest female 
vocalists, Ann Peebles, who had a 
hit witih I Can’t Stand The Rain. We 
ended up doing something together, 
a few shows, and we recorded a 
version of Can’t Stand the Rain. 
“I’ve been extremely blessed 
because I’ve had the joy of 
playing with the most incredible 
people. To get up on stage with 
Humble Pie, when they reformed 
with Peter Frampton, was 

incredible and I guess the Paul 
Rodgers thing was another 
recent highlight.” 

Deborah has 
other memories of 
Wolverhampton - 
and not all of them 
musical. Like so 
many Midlands 
rock stars, 
she’s a fan of 
Wolverhampton 
Wanderers and 
has enjoyed seeing 
them play.

New York art rockers Parquet Courts follow 
their latest album Human Performance with 
a UK visit including a gig at Birmingham’s 
02 Institute next Thursday, August 31. 

The band, who have a sound akin to Beck, Talking 
Heads and Franz Ferdinand, have released fifth album 
Human Performance, their second via Rough Trade. 

Whereas other Parquets Courts albums were 
recorded in days or weeks, for Human Performance 
the band took an entire year and it’s the first LP that 
finds all four band members contributing songs. 

The album brings sonic experimentation and 
melodic introspection to matters of the heart, matters 
of humanity, of identity. “I told you I loved you, did I 
even deserve it when you returned it?” singer/guitarist 


Andrew Savage wonders on the title track. It’s also 
their most pop-oriented collection yet, coming only 
months after the release of the largely instrumental 
Monastic Living EP, that was made at the same time. 

Across six years, four full-length albums, and two 
EPs, Parquet Courts have littered their lyrics with 
question marks. If previous album 2014’s Content 
Nausea - with Savage and Austin Brown recording 
as Parkay Quarts - looked at anxiety in the age of big 
data, then on Human Performance the question marks 
get turned on themselves. 

“There is a lot of darkness, and general anguish 
being worked out on this record,” Brown adds. “But 
it ends kind of peacefully, kind of accepting that you 
can’t do much about it.”

Margaret reveals all about 
her life in the spotlight 


A merican drama The 

Handmaid’s Tale made its 
UK television debut on 
Channel 4 in May and became one 
of the biggest successes of the 
year, receiving 13 Emmy 
nominations before being renewed 
for a second season set to air in 
2018. 

Based on the 1985 book of the 
same name, the show imagines a 
future in which nuclear war has left 
a large percentage of the human 
population infertile and young 
women are forced to sleep with 
powerful men called Leaders and 
bear their children. 

The young women - known as 
Handmaids - are assigned to the 
men and are essentially raped, in 
warped rituals involving the Leaders’ 
wives, in a bid to fall pregnant and 
continue the human race. 

The story is told through the eyes 
of a Handmaid called Offred 
(played by Elisabeth Moss) and 
switches between the present 
horror she is living in and the past, 
as the world starts to tumble into 
the chaos and disorder that has led 


to a totalitarian regime. 

Perhaps one of the reasons the 
dark drama has been so successful 
is that many feel the subject matter 
is incredibly prescient given the 
Donald Trump administration, the 
feminism movement and the 
instability of the world. 

Indeed, the book’s author, 
Canadian Margaret Atwood has 
claimed that the 2016 US 
Presidential Election led to an 
increase in sales of The 
Handmaid’s Tale even before the 
success of the aforementioned TV 
adaptation. 

Atwood’s star is now shining 
brighter than ever, but her success 
is not only drown to this one novel - 
for decades she has been 
universally acclaimed as Canada’s 
greatest living writer. 

She is a winner of the Arthur C 
Clarke Award and Prince of Asturias 
Award for Literature, and has been 
shortlisted for the Booker Prize five 
times, winning once for her 
historical novel The Blind Assassin. 

In 2001, she was inducted into 


Canada’s Walk of Fame and is also 
a founder of the Writers’ Trust of 
Canada, a non-profit literary 
organisation that seeks to 
encourage Canada’s writing 
community. 

Atwood is also an inventor, and 
has developed the LongPen that 
facilitates the remote robotic writing 
of documents. 

While she is best known for her 
work as a novelist, she has also 
published 15 books of poetry, with 
many of her pieces inspired by 
myths and fairytales, which have 
been interests of hers from an early 
age. 

And her upbringing is one of the 
key topics up for discussion when 
the writer and activist meets up with 
Alan Yentob in Toronto for tonight’s 
Imagine. 

Atwood explains how a childhood 
spent between the wilderness of 
northern Quebec and the city 
helped shape her vision of herself 
and the world, set alight her 
imagination and set her forth on a 
path to literary success.

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BMW 5 still a premium benchmark

When the BMW 5 Series gets refreshed 
it’s a pretty big deal. It has long been 
considered the benchmark for premium 
saloons and estates, but with new rivals 
such as Volvo trying to worm their way 
into a sector dominated by BMW, Audi and 
Mercedes-Benz, it’s no surprise that the 5 
Series has been overhauled to stay ahead 
of the competition. 

Aside from a slightly more slender 
appearance, the 5 Series looks very similar to 
its predecessor. However, under the skin there 
have been plenty of changes. For example, 
the chassis has been reworked using more 
lightweight materials, which contribute to an 
overall weight reduction of 100kg. 

Meanwhile the notoriously smooth ride has 
been further optimised with a new suspension 
setup at the front and the rear. 

Our 530d test car came with a 3.0-litre, six- 
cylinder diesel engine. It’s an ideal powerplant 
for those who drive long distances, with 
excellent response and a surging, torquey 
power delivery. Resist the urge to put your 
foot down and you can easily achieve nearly 
60mpg. 

The 2.0-litre diesel is even more efficient, 
promising economy in excess of 60mpg and 
costing less to begin with. It doesn’t have the 
same badge appeal as the 530d, but it has 
more than enough performance so you never 
feel like you’re missing out. 

A calm, relaxing drive has always been the 
5 Series’ key selling point, and BMW has 
exceeded its own high standard with the latest 
model. At motorway speeds it manages to 
smooth out the road so that even long drives 
are dispatched with zero stress. 



It’s a big car and struggles to hide it 

What’s arguably even more impressive 
is that this is not at the expense of great 
handling. The steering weight is perfectly 
judged and the 5 Series refrains from rolling 
around making it surprisingly fun to throw 
down aback road. 

BMW’s premium estate is a big car, and 
it struggles to hide it. The design is more 
slender than before, with the bodywork 
appearing to hug the frame more tightly. 
Particularly in the sportier trims, the addition 
of small aerodynamic wings help to give a 
more aggressive appearance, though the 
standard car does look a tad plain. 

The interior is fantastic and exactly what 
you’d expect from a premium estate, sitting 
further towards the luxury 7 Series than 
the more family focused 3 Series. A large 
central screen plays host to all the menus 
and satellite navigation functions, with many 
controls able to be used by waving your 
hands around. 

The only complaint that can be levelled 
at the car is that the seats are quite 


uncomfortable, resulting in minor back 
ache over long distances. Be sure to try out 
different seats and driving positions before 
settling on one. 

The 5 Series’ specification is impressive 
across the board, with even models lower 
down the pecking order not giving the feeling 
you’re being short changed - a few blanked 
off buttons the only hint that something is up. 


The standard SE model still gets the 
widescreen on the dashboard, two-zone 
climate control and ambient lighting, which 
makes night driving really pleasant. Optional 
extras that are worth going for include 
adaptive cruise control, Driving Assistant Plus 
(which includes a range of advanced driving 
aids) and wireless mobile phone charging. 

It’s difficult to find much to fault with the 


BMW 5 Series. It was already at the top of the 
game and with a few choice revisions, such as 
a lighter chassis and upgraded suspension, 
there’s no doubt it’ll continue at the top of the 
sales charts. 

Every mile behind the wheel reminds you 
why this is the premium saloon benchmark - 
sorry to BMW’s rivals, but expect business as 
usual in the sales charts.

group nights out down the line. It gets a bit of a ban¬ 
ter going between the lads and they are all trying to 
get money out of each other. It’s all about emptying 
their pockets!” 

They have left to concentrate on their jobs, with 
owner John Lee and chairperson Hazel Keirle taking 
care of matters behind-the-scenes.

Pinnock and Leon Pugh have all turned out at levels 
above. 

Promotion
